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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
I. REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE: 

Claims 1-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Interpreting the claims in light of the specification, Examiner finds the claimed 
invention is patentably distinct from the prior art of record. 

The prior art does not expressly teach or render obvious the invention as recited 
in independent Claims 1,11, and 2 1 . 

The features "scanning for anchors embedded within the electronic document, the 
embedded anchors not displayed in the first window, wherein each of the embedded 
anchors specifies a predetermined location within the electronic document and each of 
the embedded anchors includes a predetermined descriptive label corresponding to 
information store at the predetermined location; and in response to the graphic element 
corresponding to the embedded anchor being selected, displaying in the first window 
the information stored at the predetermined location corresponding to the embedded 
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Art Unit: 2176 

anchor" when taken in the context of the claims as a whole, were not uncovered in the 
prior art teachings.
